Further to the Rule 111 Amendment filed May 15, 2003, please reconsider this 
application in view of the following Remarks. 


REMARKS 

Applicants submit the following comments regarding Takeuchi, a secondary reference 
cited by the Examiner in the most recent office action. 

Takeuchi relates to preventing any disturbance of the frequency characteristic of a 
piezoelectric thin-film oscillator. The interruption of the electrodes in Takeuchi does not serve 
to protect the base metallization against the formation of cracks. The conductive surfaces of 
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small size, separated from one another, are intended to control the flow of current. The main 
current flow according to the abstract therefore passes through the uninterrupted conductor part 
16. Based on the disclosure of Takeuchi and the problem presented therein to be solved, no 
expert will be led to the subject matter of the claimed invention whether or not Takeuchi is 
combined with Bindig, since there is no indication in that Abstract that an interruption of the 
conducting surfaces in a thin-film oscillator can prevent possible cracking of a base metallization 
against external electrodes of a piezoceramic multilayer actor.
